A Washington special says: Agent 
Leman, who seems to have personal 
knowledge, says that the resignation 
of Secretary Folger is now in the 
hands of the Secretary of State, sub- 
ject to official notification of his nom- 
ination for Governor New York and 
his formal acceptance of the same.

A Railroad Case. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ills. Sept. 29. 

An opinion was rendered by the 
Supreme Court yesterday in a case in- 
volving the question of the power of 
the State Legislature to regulate rates 
charged by railroads for freight car- 
ried to points outside of Illinois, and 
whether an act prohibiting unjust dis- 
crimination in such rates is not in 
contravention of the Constitution of 
the United States. The case is one 
wherein a 66 per cent. larger rate was 
charged on hauling from Gilman to 
New York than to haul from Peoria to 
New York, though the distance from 
Peoria is greater by 86 miles, It was 
held by the Court that the charge was 
unjust, excessive, extortional and un- 
lawful, and in effect the Court upbolds 
the authority of railroad and ware- 
house commissioners to regulate 
freight charges from points in Illinois 
to points outside the State.

He 
well known in Reno, and the 
leubjoined will doubtless be interesting 
to his many friends here: “The de- 
ceased was born August 5, 1847, at 
Coila, Washington county, N. T. At 
an early age he manifested a desire 
for books, and in 1866 entered the 
Rensaleer Polytechnic Institute at 
Troy, N. Y., where he graduated in 
1869, as acivil engineer. He at once 
commenced the practice of his profes- 


sion in New York city, and was en- 
gaged a short time at the Hoosac Tun- 
nel. In 1870 he went to Ecuador, 
South America, where he remained 
until 1875 as engineer to that repub- 
lic. During this time he rendered 
valuable services in the Andes moun- 
tains, exploring roads from Quito, the 
capital, to the coast. From 1873 to 
1875 he was chief enginzer of the 
Southern railroad of Ecuador, but on 
account of ill health was obliged to 
resign his position. He then went to 
San Francisco where he was engaged 
as engineer for the Pacific Bridge 
Company until June of 1880, when he 
was appointed Chief Engineer of the 
Nevada & Or railroad, at Reno, 
Nevada, where he resided until last 
January, when the company suspend- 
ed operations. Since last May he has 
been employed by the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad company, in charge of 
building coal buokers at New Ta- 
coma, Chief Engineer Bogue, of the 
Pacific division of this road, after con- 
sultation with Mr. McClellan; ‘became 
satisfied that he was well adapted for 
this work. On assuming control he 
perfected the plans which have been 
adopted in the construction, making 
material alterations in those previ 
ously presented. Mr. McClellan 
leaves a aie and two children, the 
latter being in Reno, Nevada, to which 
place the bereaved widow will repair 
to-day, intending shortly to return to 
Pennsylvania with her children, where 
her mother resides. The deceased 
was a member of the Presbyterian 
church, and was a practical Christian, 
uccording to those who had known 
him best. Captain Parker, the mas- 
ter mechanic of the coal bunkers, 
who has been with him almost con- 
stautly during the last two years, was 
ee affected by the loss of his 
riend, who he says was more than 4 
brother to him.

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Hints on Roasting Wild Ducks. 

As wild ducks are getting to be 
mederately plentiful about Reno now, 
the following hints may not be amiss: 
If the “wild flavor” of game such as 
geese, ducks, etc., is disliked, they 
may be soaked over night in salt 
water, or pare a fresh lemon without 
breaking tle thin,white inside skin and 
put it inside the game for a day or two, 
renewing ths lemon every twelve 
hours. This will absorb the uapleas— 
ant flavor from almost any meat or 
game. Some lay slices of onion over 
— whilé cooking and remove be- 
ore serviag. Young ducks should 
roast from 25 to 30 minutes; full 
grown for an hour or more with fre- 
quent basting. Some prefer them 
underdone, served very hot; but 
thorough cooking will prove more 
generally palatable.
